of J. Maynard Austin, said he 
would not approve any increases 
in salaries. 

‘As far as I am concerned, I 
cannot approve any increases until 
I am provided with more informa- 
tion,’’ Mattheson said. 

He noted that since the Presi- 
dent’s pronouncement, media re- 
ports regarding the action have 
left the issue somewhat cloudy. 

In one instance, as regard to 
teacher salaries, there has been 
a difference of opinion. 

Mattheson. said that ‘‘until 
someone tells me differently, I 
won’t be able to approve any in- 
creases in salaries.’’ 

The town accountant further 
noted that, in regard to teacher 
salaries, with different interpre- 
tations as to whether or not they 
can be granted, .‘‘if there are 
going to be exceptions, the whole 
thing might just as well be thrown 
out.’’ 

He said that the town counsel 
would probably have to rule on 
the overall matter of increases 
should it become a problem. 

Mattheson said, further that in 
order for the town counsel to make 
a decision, the government order 
would have to be provided in writing 
in order that all rulings concerning 
any salary differentials could be 
determined. 

The school department, which 
represents the town’s largest bud- 
getary consideration, contains 
within it, stipulations for merit

increases, ratio provisions for ad- 
ministrators and increments 
effective on varying dates. 

Such matters would be effected 
by the President’s directive. 

Merit increases were granted 
to administrators and department 
heads in July by the school com- 
mittee.

Mattheson also commented on 
the effect of the negotiations be- 
tween the police department and 
the town. The members of the 
Police Benevolent Association met 
Monday night andapprovedof anew 
contract with the town providing 
increased salaries and improved 
working conditions on a two-year 
basis, rather than a three-year 
contract as requested by the town 
manager. 

The freeze would probably effect 
the ultimate decision inthe matter, 
if accepted by the manager. 

The town accountant said that 
this matter is also, ‘‘up in the 
air,’? at present. 

No action regarding the settling 
of the contract will be made until 
Town Manager Austin returns.

Mattheson said that the manager 
had informed him of the progress 
of negotiations prior to his leaving 
last week, but that any decisions 
regarding contract settlement 
would not be made until Austin 
returns to make a final decision.

The matter appears to be in a 
confusing state at present. 

One thing is certain, however, 
there will be no salary increases 
allowed for Andover municipal em- 
ployees until such time as aformal 
directive is provided for the town 
accountatn.

started out seeking approval ofthe 
conservation commission for use 
of some of the acreage in Carmel 
Woods for a new senior citizen 
housing complex, has now for- 
warded to state authorities three 
alternate proposals. 

The Carmel Woods site, which 
had voice approval from the state 
which provides the construction 
funds for such a project, has been 
all but abandoned. The conserva- 
tion commission would not 
relinquish the land, and were joined 
by many town boards, including 
the selectmen in opposition to the 
proposed site. 

Now under consideration by the 
board and the state, are three loca- 
tions. One is the block bounded by 
Pasho, Chestnut and Summer 
streets. The empty lot in the 
middle of that particular area is 
being considered. 

This has several abutters of the 
area concerned as to development 
of the area. They have been some- 
what vocal in their concern. 

Another parcel involves the land 
at Morton and: Bartlet streets, 
owned by Phillips Academy. 

A third parcel is located in 
Shawsheen and is property owned 
by Sacred Heart school near the 
Shawsheen plaza. 

Causing considerable concern, 
particularly to abutters is the pro- 
posed dump site. 

The prime site is off Woburn 
street. The acreage involves for- 
mer gravel pits operated by John 
Cronin and John Cyr. There is 
considerable acreage available 
there, plus sufficient fill for atime 
to properly operate a sanitary dis- 
posal site. 

Residents, not only of the area 
involved but roads leading to the 
site are concerned about traffic as 
well as the operation of the huge 
parcel as a dump site.

Public Works Director Robert _ 


McQuade has given the particular 
site to the study committee as well 
as the planning board for their 
examination and consideration. 

McQuade feels that this is a 
prime site, with some drainage 
problems inherent, but easily cor- 
rectable. 

The other prime site is one in 
Lowell Junction. This property 
near the former Lowell Junction 
station also has _ considerable 
acreage available. 

Both sites are some distance 
from town, thus making lengthy 
travel necessary, but are the only 
adequate open areas remaining for 
a sanitary disposal site. 

A new site must be obtained 
soon, since the present dump is 
rapidly nearing capacity and will 
have to be closed down. 

Prior to opening a new site for 
refuse disposal the town must ob- 
tain state approval for use of land 
for such purpose. 

Possibly the housing authority 
may come before town meeting in 
October asking for permission for 
a site for elderly housing plans. 

The dump proposal is not ex- 
pected before the annual town 
meeting in March.

As for the in-service program, 
this involves course work, writing 
reports, travel and general com- 
munity service for the professional 
staff in developing and improving 
the school system.

Basic family life seems to be at 
the crux of the problem, and 
whether the school is expected 
to assume some of the responsi- 
bilities, geared more toward 
parental responsibilities rather 
than the learning process. 

Putting it in simple terms, Dr. 
Seifert sees the problem as being 
placed in the category of ‘‘we’ll 
help the kindergartener on with 
his boots, but we’d like the young- 
ster to have some knowledge of how 
to put them on himself before he 
gets to school.”’ 

As for homework on the 
secondary level, to which adm‘n- 
istrators continually hear, ‘‘Why 
not more,’? from parents, Dr. 
Seifert replies, what is the home 
attitude toward work to be done 
after classes end for the day. 

‘Such questions as does the 
student have a place to study, 
does he have definite time set 
aside to accomplish the homework 
assignments and what do the 
parents do if the work is not 
done, must be answered, he feels. 
_ Basically the problem resolves 
itself to the point of the home and 
the school not getting together on 
who is going to be responsible for 
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‘Goals for both parents and the 
schools must be similar and com- 
patible,”’ the administrator states. 

He is pleased to see the in-

Census Book 
Available 


Pasic population and housing 
information from the 1970 census 
for small areas, called ‘‘Census 
Tracts” by the Census Eureau, 
is now available for the metro- 
politan area of Lawrence - 
Haverhill. 

Census tracts are small areas 
into which large cities and 
adjacent areas (Standard Metro- 
politan Statistical Areas, or 
SMSA’s) have been divided for 
statistical purposes. Tract 
boundaries were established co- 
operatively by local committees 
and the Pureau of the Census and 
were generally designed to be 
relatively uniform with respect to 
population characteristics, 
economic status, and living condi- 
tions. The average tract has about 
4,000 inhabitants. 

Tract information now available 
in tabular form, in advance of 
census tract reports which will 
start coming out this Fall, includes 
number of people in each tract 
and some of their characteristics, 
such as sex, color, age groupings, 
etc.; and some information about 
the dwellings, such as numbers 
that are owner-occupied, numbers 
that are being rented, numbers with 
adequate plumbing facilities and 
those lacking one or more of them. 

The tables of the metropolitan 
area have been sent to the area’s 
census tract key person: James 
J. O’Malley, Deputy Director, 
Haverhill Community ActionCom- 
mittee, Inc., 188 Merrimac St., 
Haverhill, Mass., 01830. 

Anyone wishing to view or pur- 
chase sets of the tables should 
contact the area’s key person. If 
this key person does not have 
facilities for reproducing the 
tables, requests should be sent to 
Marshall Turner, Central Users 
Service, U.S. Eureau ofthe Census, 
Washington, D.C. 20233. The Bu- 
reau’s charge for this service will 
be $5 plus 5 cents for each sheet 
of tables. In the case of Law- 
rence - Haverhill the charge will 
be $5.55. 

Preliminary outline census tract 
maps with tract numbers and most 
of the boundaries are being sent 
to the key persons. If this 
SMSA’s key person lacks means 
of reproducing the maps, requests 
for copies should be mailed to 
William T. Fay, Chief, Geography 
Division, at the Census Pureau.

Botulism Fatal 


The same little beastie that 
ruined a soup canning company 
now has invaded some New England 
ponds. 

It is the bacteria that causes 
botulism. Potulism toxins kill 
ducks as efficiently as they kill 
humans who eat contaminated cold 
vichyssoise. 

In one pond in Massachusetts, 
20 ducks died overnight. Since the 
demise was a mystery, the duck 
carcasses were examined by a 
pathologist who discovered the 
presence of botulism. The ducks 
had shown listlessness. They had 
difficulty holding up their heads, 
Then their leg movements indi- 
cated some paralysis. The se- 
quence of events moved swiftly, 
within 36 hours. 

Bolulism is comparatively rare 
in eastern ponds. It occurs more 
commonly in the West, Utah being 
rather famous for outbreaks among 
waterfowl. Inthe West, the disease 
commonly occurs in alkali ponds. 
Laboratory experiments, however, 
indicate that the bacteria of botu- 
lism prefers to live in acid condi- 
tions. Most New England ponds 
are acid,

A $27.3 million drop in the 
state’s cash balance for July, the 
first month of fiscal 1972, was 
noted today by State Treasurer 
Robert Q. Crane in his latest 
monthly financial report.

conditions disclosed at this point, 
it is reported that the new contract 
provides for increased salaries, 
change in working hours and condi- 
tions and fringe benefits and holi- 
day provisions. 

For some time many 
communities have attempted to 
introduce a varying wage schedule 
for police and firefighters. Up 
until now, both departments have 
been maintained on the same level. 

Fire department union officials 
report they will examine the new 
police contract closely’ to 
determine if disparity has resulted 
between the Andover departments 
for the first time. 

If such is the case, the fire- 
fighters can be expected to become 
difficult to bargain with at contract 
time, or even before. 


A U.S. District Court in Minne- 
sota has ruled that compulsory 
retirement provisions in an 
employer’s pension program may 
not be used to force early retire- 
ment of non-participants. This 
was the first court decision dealing 
with early retirement of non- 
participants in pension plans and 
one of the first injunctions issued 
under the Age Discrimination in 
Employment Act, which bans dis- 
charge of most workers between 
40 and 65 years old solely because 
of age.

Summer 


Apples In 
Supply 


Several delicious varieties of 
summer apples are in good supply 
in markets and roadside stands 
this week according to the Mass. 
Dept. of Agriculture. Good buys 
include Lodi, Early Macs, 
Gravensteins, and Transparents. 
Recent cool nights can make a hot 
homemade apple pie even more 
appetizing. 

Although the season is short, 
native blueberries can still be had 
reasonably and the supply is good. 

Summer is the time to enjoy 
fresh vegetables direct from the 
Massachusetts farm to you. 
Topping the list at this time of 
year, of course, is sweet native 
corn, usually picked every couple 
of hours at roadside stands to 
reassure freshness. The butter 
and honey varieties are very plen- 
tiful. 

Other good vegetable buys this 
week include green beans, bunched 
beets, green cabbage, eggplant, 
and carrots. Green bellpeppers 
are abundant and local potatoes 
are beginning to appear. Have you 
tried stuffing cleaned, hollowed 
peppers with fresh, homemade 
potato salad? It’s a delicious and 
unusual summer treat. 

A favorite among the peppers 
is also the Cubanelle or fryer. 
These are delicious very slowly 
cooked in olive oil until soft. 
Be careful not to use high heat 
or the edges of the pepper will 
burn and lose its eye appeal, so 
important in good cooking. 

Why not begin the meal with a 
salad topped with slices or wedges 
of fresh outdoor tomatoes, or for 
a simple lunchtime treat, just 
wedge a tomato, rearrange the 
wedges in a star pattern and top 
with your favorite meat salad like 
tuna, chicken, or ham.

Introduced 


Employees of an Andover 
industry are enjoying a three-day 
weekend on a regular basis. 

The 250 employees of DASA 
corporation have begun a four- 
day work week program in which 
they have Mondays off and work 
Tuesday through Friday from 7:30 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 

The regimented coffee break is 
also out, as the workers are per- 
mitted to take breaks when the 
mood strikes them. 

In order to gain the Monday off 
routine, the employees begin work 
a half hour earlier on the four 
working days and leave an hour 
later. 

Total working hours amount to 
38 per week. 

Goal of the new program is 
to improve the emotional feeling 
of the employee, according toCurt 
Martha, personnel services and 
employment manager -of the local 
plant.
